THE ^RESIDENT’S PROGRESS. 
From all sides have 
come expres­ 
sions of wonder at the great distance 
the president has traveled since those 
days when he used to stand on the 
front porch at Marion and talk about 
“America first” in a way which indi­ 
cated that he meant “America only.” 
Few had really understood the extent 
of his progress since those days until 
they read his recent speech in which 
he said: 
“Fd like ours to he a God­ 
fearing people, committed to the task 
of reforming the world and teaching 
mankind that it is not good to make 
warfare.” 
That 
represents 
such a 
vast departure 
from 
the “America 
only” philosophy that it makes many 
people gasp and is rather surprising 
even to those who have been aware 
that the president was getting away 
by gradual stages, but pretty swiftly 
nevertheless, 
from 
the 
buncombe 
which was so 
solemnly 
asseverated 
during the campaign days when the 
corralling of votes was the main desi­ 
deratum. 
Of course, Mr. Hardng is to be con­ 
gratulated upon the swiftness of his 
progress and upon the boldness with 
which he now ventures to proclaim 
doctrines which would have brought 
down storms of denunciation on his 
head a few months ago. He is exceed­ 
ing even the 
expectations 
of those 
who knew that the campaign stuff 
was buncombe to be discarded and 
forgotten as soon 
as that 
could be 
safely done. 
Few of us, even in our 
most sanguine moments, expected to 
see him out wilsoning Wilson, yet that 
is what he is doing now, for Mr. Wil­ 
son never went ^o far as to propose 
that this country should take up the 
task of “reforming the world.” 
Per­ 
haps Mr. Wilson perceived that to be 
a pretty large order and shied off 
from it. 
At any rate, we are glad to 
see that his successor is not afraid of 
it, but, forgetting all about “America 
first” and “America only,” summons 
us to the noble enterprise of making 
over all mankind so that some day all 
the other peoples will be as good and 
fine as we are. 
And there is another reason why 
President Harding 
should 
be con­ 
gratulated, though, so far as we have 
observed, nobody has yet felicitated 
him on this account. Swift as his pro­ 
gress has been in the way referred to 
above, it has been no swifter than his 
progress in 
another respect 
by no 
means unimportant. 
In the speech 
from which we have quoted he said: 
“Fd like ours to be a God-fearing peo­ 
ple, etc.” Four months ago he would 
have said: 
“Fd like for ours to be a 
God-fearing 
people.” 
His abandon­ 
ment of that one 
little 
word “for,” 
which used to be such a favorite of 
his means even more to the happiness 
of many persons than 
his abandon­ 
ment of “America only.”

The World a letter in which 
says: “My father's estate has nev- 
reached $1,000,000 and has been 
materially reduced by the large gifts 
from principal 
which 
he has made 
during recent years.” 
The World, accepting the statement 
of young Mr. Rockefeller as one from 
which “no appeal is likely to be tak­ 
en,” says: “Huge fortunes grow by 
their own attraction, but they grow 
much faster in the imagination of on­ 
lookers than in reality.” So true is this 
that men of experience almost invari­ 
ably discount by 50 per cent current 
estimates as to what a man is worth. 
The Rockefeller fortune, whether it 
be two billions and a half or less than 
a billion, is so stupendous as to stag­ 
ger the imagination and it is no won­ 
der that men never weary of talking 
about it. 
Yet more striking than its 
size, amazing as that is, is the fact 
that it represents only the residue re­ 
sulting from the efforts of the gigan­ 
tic organization which the Rockefeller 
genius called into being.

Railway Labor Board, were mailed 
Sunday night to the 409,000 mem­ 
bers of the “Big 
Four” 
brother­ 
hoods and the Switchmen’s Union 
of North America. 
The ballot revealed a difference 
of opinion among the chief execu­ 
tives of the five organizations, the 
brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engi­ 
neers, Brotherhood 
of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, Order of 
Railway conductors and the Switch­ 
men using a joint ballot, while the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
sent out a separate ballot. 
The trainmen’s ballot stated that 
it had been the intention of all the 
organizations to use a joint ballot, 
but that this was impossible, be­ 
cause the ballot adopted by the oth­ 
er organizations “did not, in our 
opinion, contain an impartial and 
unbiased recital of all that is in­ 
volved, nor did it convey the assur­ 
ances that the wishes of the men, if 
against working for reduced wages, 
would determine the question, and 
that they would be permitted to 
leave the service.” 
Withdraw From Service. 
The joint ballot declared that if 
the membership vote was to reject 
the wage reductions which became 
effective on July I, 1921, “it is to be 
understood that the men will be 
permitted to 
withdraw 
from the 
service of their 
respective 
com­ 
panies unless 
satisfactory 
settle­ 
ment can 
be 
reached 
under the 
laws of the organization.” 
“The proposition which confronts 
our members and others,” said the 
trainment’s ballot, “carries with it 
an attempt to reverse the decision 
of the United States Railroad La­ 
bor Board on the wage reduction 
now in effect since July I, or else 
persuade or compel 
the 
railroad 
companies to reinstitute wage rates 
that the labor board decided should 
be reduced. 
“Many general chairmen at the 
Chicago meeting on July 5 favored 
an immediate vote of the members 
on the wage cut, *and held that if 
the necessary majority of the mem­ 
bership voted to leave the service, 
that a strike should be called forth­ 
with, in an effort to force a restor­ 
ation of the rates that were in ef­ 
fect on June 30, 1921. 
All members and others are here­ 
by notified that if the membership 
vote is in lawful necessary majori­ 
ty to leave the service rather than 
continue service under the reduced 
wages now in effect, they will on 
any or all lines where such vote is 
secured (with the sanction of the 
General Grievance 
Committee) be

On the basis of an analysis of 
the accounting returns of nineteen 
railroads in the west, operating 
89.055 miles of track, or 68 per 
cent of the mileage of the Western 
Astrict, Reed asserted that their 
profits during 1920. which he said, 
generally had been considered in­ 
sufficient to meet the government 
guarantee cftheir eanring power,in 
fact, had been the greatest in their 
history. 
He charged that propaganda in 
favor of maintenance of transpor­ 
tation rates had missed not only 
.public opinion, but also the official 
bodies charged with the duties of 
regulating rates. 
The profits of the nineten rail­ 
roads. as shown bv their official 
reports, were $987,834,470 in 1920, 
Reed said, while in 1915, the best 
year previously recorded, he add­ 
ed, they amounted to $528,717,753. 
In audition to this the roads held 
on December 31. 1920, h continned, 
$289,000,000 as a reserve for “ac­ 
crued depreciation of equipment.’ 
In 1915 the total reserve so held 
was $144,943,622, he said, adding 
that the roads in 1920 had added 
to the fund $45,000,000, w'hich was 
carried 
as 
“operating 
expendi­ 
ture.” 
A further example, he said, was 
an “operating reserve 
account” 
w'hich amounted to $38,111,445 in 
1920, while in 1919 the fund wa 
$3,733,581. 
These amounts were set aside 
from railroad earnings, Reed said, 
notwithstanding that the normal 
expenditures 
were 
made 
upon 
maintenance 
of 
equipment 
and 
roadbed. 
Producing statistics as 
to the amount of work done, he 
asserted, that there had been no 
failure to provide usual mainte­ 
nance.

HOW TO SECURE DISARMAMENT. 


There seems is be a considerable 
number of people who cannot under­ 
stand why so much bother is being 
made over the matter of disarmament. 
To them disarmament seems a very 
simple thing and very easily accom­ 
plished. 
All that is necessary in their 
opinion, to secure disarmament is to 
disarm. 
Perhaps Secretary Hughes’ state­ 
ment in his invitation to the powers to 
attend the coming conference may aid 
somewhat in making plain the fact 
that disarmament is not such a simple 
matter as it seems. The invitation con­ 
tains a concise summary of the situa­ 
tion with which the nations are con­ 
fronted to deal with which the con­ 
ference has been called. 
This summary states that the pre­ 
vailing enormous disbursements for 
armament constitute 
an 
intolerable 
economic burden and are a constant 
menace to the world’s peace; that 
there is no way of halting these dis­ 
bursements except through interna­ 
tional agreement; and that the pros­ 
pect of reduced armaments is not a 
hopeful one unless the nations get to­ 
gether and make “a practical effort to 
remove causes of misunderstanding 
and to seek ground for agreement as 
to principles and their application.” 
All of this, of course, is true and 
none of it is new. It was not to be ex­ 
pected, however, that the formal invi­ 
tations to the 
conference 
would do 
more than indicate the character of 
the undertaking and define broadly 
its scope. 
This is admirably done to 
as great an extent and in as much de- 
- tail as is politic at this time. 
\ 
For Mr. Hughes’ statement does not 
9 reveal the full extent of the difficult 
; ties which lie in the way of disarma­ 
ment and gives no more than a hint of 
the most serious difficulty of all. His 
? vagueness as to the most important 
question that must be dealt with is not 
* accidental but deliberate and is alto- 
* gethcr wise. 
Mr. Hughes emphasizes the fact, 
* entirely overlooked by those who 
think that disarmament is as easy as 
s snapping the fingers, that before 
there can be disarmament the condi­ 
tions which cause the nations to build 
t and maintain armaments must be re- 
* moved. 
Specifically, the internation­ 
al problems which make for distrust 
and disputes and conflicts of interest 
| leading to conflicts of arms, must be 
eliminated. 
Mr. Hughes exhibits as 
the chief of these problems the Far 
Eastern question; and he points out 
the necessity of solving this and other 
dangerous questions of the same sort 
before reduction of armaments can be 
attained. 
What Mr. Hughes does not point 
J out is this: that these questions and 
a 
* 
problems, which are the cause of in­ 
ternational 
misunderstanding and a 
menace to international peace, are 
constantly arising; 
that 
even if all 
such existing 
questions 
are settled, 
new ones will arise in the future; that 
these new ones will be just as much a 
nenace to the world’s peace and to the 
' security of nations as the existing 


ones; and that, therefore, before real 
disarmament can 
be achieved, we 
must not only settle the existing ques­ 
tions but we must provide a means for 
the settlement in some peaceful way 
of the many similar questions which 
are certain to arise in the future. 
There is an excellent reason why 
Mr. Hughes passes so lightly over this 
phase of the whole great matter. It is 
found in the simple fact that we can 
provide a means of settling these fu­ 
ture questions in a peaceful wray only 
if we join with the other nations in es­ 
tablishing some peaceful method by 
which such questions can be settled. 
In other words, we 
must join with 
them in an internationalist organiza­ 
tion 
maintaining 
an 
international 
court or tribunal before which these 
questions can 
be 
brought and by 
which they can be settled according to 
their merits and we must pledge our­ 
selves to abide by the laws of that in­ 
ternational organization of which we 
would be a part and to assist, if need 
be in making those laws binding and 
effective. 
All this the League of Nations pro­ 
vides for. It provides a method and it 
provides machinery for the peaceful 
and just settlement of the questions 
that would arise in the future. 
The 
Washington conference must also pro­ 
vide a method and machinery for the 
peaceful settlement 
of these future 
questions, for 
it 
cannot 
otherwise 
achieve disarmament. 
In short, the 
Washington conference must do ex­ 
actly what the Covenant of the League 
of Nations did—or rather does—and 
although it may possibly be able to do 
these things 
in a slightly 
different 
way, the chances are that it will have 
to follow pretty closely the lines laid 
down in the Covenant. 
Now Mr. Hughes is very wisely si­ 
lent as to all of this because if some of 
f 
our eminent politicians like Senator 
Borah could go before the country and 
tell it that the result of the Washing­ 
ton conference would be a revival of 
the League, in a somewhat different 
from and under another name, but 
unchanged in its essentials, they could 
make all kinds of trouble. Mr. Hughes 
prefers—very 
wisely— that 
these 
facts develop slowly during the con­ 
ference itself and that the necessity of 
entering a league be borne in slowly 
and automatically, so to speak, upon 
our people. 
That it will be borne in 
upon them is certain because it lies at 
the very base of the whole disarma­ 
ment question and the conference will 
come face to face with it almost at the 
very beginning. 
What will happen then remains to 
be seen. 
The American people will 
be confronted again with essentially 
the same question 
that 
was before 
them in the last campaign. They were 
led at that time through misrepresen­ 
tation and outright deception into 
making a disastrous decision. 
They 
will have to repudiate the 
decision 
which they then made if they wish the 
Washington conference to bring dis­ 
armament. 


Why bother about the secret repub­ 
lican manipulations 
of 
the tariff? 
We’ll learn those secrets soon enough 
and to our cost. 


Russia needs raw materials, says a 
dispatch. 
Why not utilize the Bol- 
sheviki?

Reims was sure to follow, the spe­ 
cial ta rg e t always being the Reims 
Cathedral. 
Early in their advance through 
Belgium and into France in 1914 
the Germans occupied Reims and 
held it for 9 days, using the then 
undamaged cathedral as a hospital 
for their 
injured, 
while a hotel 
across the street was appropriated 
for the abode of the German staff 
officers. The French victory at the 
first battle of the Marne evidently 
took the Huns completely by sur­ 
prise for they retreated from the 
town in haste, going so precipitate­ 
ly th a t they had no time for their 
usual looting and even left behind 
about eighty of their wounded in 
the cathedral. 
Shortly after their departure the 
G erm ans 
opened 
fire 
upon 
the 
town, using the cathedral as their 
especial 
target.

the fact that their own wounded 
were sheltered there. A great quan­ 
tity of scaffolding had been built
